W. B. Durward, Secretary Simcoe Board of Education, 
advising of the resignation of Clyde W. Baker, a trustee ap- 
pointed by the County Council for Simcoe High School. 


Moved by Mr. Hunter, seconded by Mr. Misner: That 
the communication from the County of Huron be referred 
to the Committee of the Whole, and the communication of 
W. B. Durward be referred to the Education Committee. 
Carried.

Report of the Reforestation Committee © 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—We, the Reforestation Committee, beg 
leave to report as follows: 


Plot No. 1—Bonnie Heath Farm in Townsend—1¥% miles 
east of Bloomsburg—tThe trees planted in 1937 are looking 
good and seem to’be all alive and growing fine. The old 
woods—6Y%4 acres—have some grand timber; the old plant- 
ing on the east side of the Plot, which contains about 20 
acres, require trimming, which should be done in November 
or December. 


Plot No. 2—South side of 9th Concession, Charlotteville 
—4 miles west of Simcoe, known as the Shellburg property— 
114 acres. This property has had considerable work done 
on it in 1937. This plot has demanded considerable atten- 
tion, but is coming along very well at present and shows 
considerable growth; no work needed in 1938. 


Plot No. 3—Lot 8, 9th Concession Charlotteville, East of 
Pine Grove Church—too acres. This is a splendid lot, had 
some work done in 1937. About 75 acres still to trim which 
should be done this fall, besides some old trees should be 
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taken out. This plot has some grand white pines both at 
the north and south ends. This is a very valuable property. 


Plot No. 4—Lot 6, Concession 8, Charlotteville, at Pine 
Grove Church—zoo acres, known as the Davis property. This 
property is receiving some attention—30 acres has been 
burned over and cleaned up, 12,000 red pine set out and 1000 
nut trees also set out, consisting of walnut, butternut and 
hickory. On account of the 9th Concession at this point 
being very crooked our Engineer, Mr. G. Marston, very 
kindly came up and surveyed a new line along the Conces- 
sion. This line has been set out with red pine 4 feet apart, 
1o feet back from the line, allowing space to plant a row of 
flowering dogwood 6 feet from the pine and 4 feet from that 
line a row of hydrangea. Drives are being laid out through 
the plot which will act as fire guards and alongside of these 
roads different kinds of timber planted following the con- 
tour of the land and roads 4 feet apart and 14 feet wide. 
This is a very valuable piece of property and in the near 
future will be the nicest in Norfolk County. 


Plot No. 5—Lot 6, Concession 10, Charlotteville, 1 mile 
north of Pine Grove Church (Sipes Property), 100 acres. 
This is a beautiful plot, had considerable work done on it 
in 1937. About 40 acres still to trim, besides 30 acres of old 
woods, which contains some beautiful growing timber. This 
is a wonderful plot and should not be neglected. 


Plot No. 6—Lot 18, Concession 5, South Walsingham— 
Morden’s School—og acres; 30 acres was trimmed in 1937 
and spot planted the balance of 70 acres which contains 
about 8 acres of old woods with some good second growth 
timber. Should be looked after this Fall so as to spot plant 
in the Spring of 1939. This is a valuable plot. 


Plot No. 7—Lot 18, Concession 6, South Walsingham—8o 
acres. This plot is growing beautifully and looks nice. 
Needs some work done, cleaning old fence rows and destroy- 
ing some dead and diseased trees. This should be attended 
to this Fall or early in 1939. 


Plot No. 8—Lot 14, Concession 13, North Walsingham— 
go acres. This plot needs trimming and fence rows cleaned. 
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This is a very nice plot and needs a lot of attention in the 
way of trimming and cleaning old fence rows and spot 
setting. 


Plot No. g—Lot 16, Concession 14, North Walsingham— 
Gravel Pit, 100 acres. Trimmed 59,000 trees on this plot, be- 
sides 15 acres of old woods, planted 14,000 red pine and 500 
hard woods, such as butternut, walnut and hickory, cleaned 
and burned all old stump fences, the whole farm is in good 
condition and no further work is needed. As there is quite a 
lot of dead chestnut trees in the old woods, we recommend 
selling same this Fall by tender or any profitable way consid- 
ered by the Committee. 


Plot No. 1o—Lot 11, Concession 2, Charlotteville, 1 mile 
south and 4% mile west of Walsh Station—This is a very nice 
property consisting of 100 acres; 20 acres of old woods 
which was trimmed in 1937 and spot set with pine. There is 
about 30 acres on this property that should be trimmed and 
some old trees should be removed. This is a very valuable 
property and one Norfolk should be proud of. 


Plot No. 11—50 acres, Lot 12, Concession 3, Charlotte- 
ville, 50 acres, 1 mile south of Walsh Station—This property 
suffered a grass fire in 1937 which destroyed a considerable 
amount of young trees and caused a setback. It was replant- 
ed and the young trees are doing fine. As a whole this plot is 
doing fine. 


Plot No, 12—Lot 12, Concession 13, North Walsingham, 
27 acres—This plot was obtained from Mr. D. E. Vois in ex- 
change for 10 acres on the East side on Centre Town Line. 
The Committee trimmed 22,000 trees on this property and 
cleaned up 5 acres old woods; have spot planted 3300 red pine 
and 1200 nut trees, walnut, butternut and hickory. This pro- 
perty has some of the nicest timber of any plot in Norfolk 
and much credit should be given to Mr. Cowan for obtaining 
the same. 


In 1937 Norfolk County Council gave the Reforestation 
Committee power to purchase 300 acres for reforestation pur- 
poses, 200 acres was purchased for $2800. On April 25th, 1938, 
as Chairman of that committee was offered $5000.00 for the 
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property. If in the wisdom of this County Council you con- 
sider it good business to dispose of this property at that price 
we, your Committee will take steps to close the deal, also 
have $100.00 offered for two acres on the north-east corner, 
opposite Pine Grove Church for a gas station. Your commit- 
tee recommend no sale of this property at present. 


The Reforestation Committee on April 29th, 1938, looked 
over 50 acres of good clay land at Ungers Corners on Town 
line between Charlotteville and South Walsingham, 14 miles 
north of St. Williams. Purchase price $900.00, $18.00 per acre. 
This is a real buy for a hardwood proposition, 3 oacres clear- 
ed, 20 acres bush, all small trees to be left 10” and under. 
Your Committee recommend the purchase of this property at 
once. 


The Committee has trimmed 81,000 trees and cleaned 20 
acres of old woods, besides 30 acres on No. 4 Plot, Pine Grove 
and planting of 20,000 trees at a cost of $1750 including Com- 
mittee fees which makes about 2 I-6 cents per tree charged 
all against trees trimmed. 


We, your Reforestation Committee, ask for $5000 to be 
spent on Reforestation in 1938. This requisition of $5000 to 
cover the purchase of 50 acres and trimming and planting of 
trees.
